It  it  as  if  a man,  who 
bad  lost  one  limb  entirely,  and  the  other 
totallyuparalyzed,  should  undertake  to  walk 
He  cobitd  not  even  stand,  to  say  nothing  of 
walking  The  sinner  bus  lost  his  life  with 
God  bjlkin,  and  his  moral  nature  il  para- 
lysed by  the  fall.  How  can  he  stand  ? 

The, effort  of  the  old  time  Spartan  to 
make  a corpse  stand  on  its  feet,  illustrates 
the  point,  When  be  had  utterly  failed,  he 
remarked,  “This  dead  man  teems  to  want 
something  inside,” 

This  something  that  fallan,  sinful,  and 
sinning  man  needs,  is  the  new  life.  Noth, 
ing  short  of  being  a new  creature  in  Christ 
Jesus,  will  avail  to  bring  us  up  from  the  ru- 
ins el  death,  and  back  to  -the  Fatherhood 
of  God. 

This  new  life  was  the  theme  of  that  won- 
derful discourse  of  Jesus  when  interviewed 
by  Nicodemus. 

The  great  teacher  taught  this  pupil  that 
(here  mast  of  necessity  be  a new  life,  and 
that  this  new  life  was  more  than  a refor- 
mation; it  was  a transformation.  The  pu- 
pil seemed  to  entertain  the  notion  thut  the 
next- school  of  the  Great  Master  was  de- 
signed to  intellectually  and  morally  edu- 
cate a man  into  the  new  Kingdom.

The  j Christain  has  the  spirit  of  humility, 
loyuy,  resignation  to  the  Father’s  will, 
and  |he  spirit  of  wtjrk  and  self-sacrifice. 
This  fits  him  to  work  in  harmony  with 
Christ.  To  be  Chiist's  co-worker. 

THe  good  works  iQ  which  the  Christian 
is  tq  walk  have  been  already  prepared. 
Christ  walked  that  Way.  We  are  to  bear 
the  koke  with  him.  What  we  can  do  for 
men  kre  must  do  \Yhat  we  cannot  do  he 
will  perform  it  for  us.  He  could  have 
rainqd  down  manna  and  fed  the  hungry 
multitudes,  but  he  chose  to  bring  the  dis- 
ciple* into  active  co-operation  with  him- 
self. j 

I,  It  is  well  to  notice  the  relation  the 
Christian  sustains  to  Christ  as  his  coworket. 

(1)  There  is  the  relation  of  a vital  un- 
ion. i “I  am  the  vine  ye  are  the  branches,” 
said  Christ.  It  is  not  a relation  of  mere 
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foim;  or  a simple  mechanical  union,  but 
such|a  union  as  that  Jife  and  growth  and 
fruitige  appear  on  the  branches.  “By 
theid  fruits  ye  shall  know  them,”  and  not 
by  tbrm  or  appearances.  Solomon  might 
not  l}e  able  to  distinguish  between  the  real 
and  ! the  artificial  tlowers  the  r^ueen  ef 
rthelfit  is  said  to  have  brought  him  10  test 
his  Wisdom,  but  ha  knew  the  honey  bee 
could.  When  brought  tthuy  rested  cm  the 
real  flowers.  Thu  secret  sweetness  of  the 
rsul  lose  was  known  to  them.  A mechani- 
cal union  may  seem  to  the  world  as  good 
as  any,  but  there  it  an  inward  sweetness 
and  silent  force  in  a vital  union  with  Christ 


known  only  to  him  and  his  true  followers. 

(2.)  The  Christian  is  God’s  coworker, 
has  not  only  a vital  union  with  Christ,  but 
he  has  also  a fundamental  union.  This  Is 
exemplefied  in  a church  organisation  with 
many  mvmbers  in  ena  body  apd  Christ  Je- 
sus their  only  head,  Christ’s  coworkers 
have  entered  into  solirnn  covenant  to  carry 
into  effect  their  Lord’s  great  commission. 
No  intermediate  power  claims  their  allegi- 
ance. No  virgin,  nor  saint,  nor  pope,  nnr 
prelate,  nor  cardinal  nor  arshbishop,  nor 
priest,  nor  collage  of  bishops,  can  lay 
claims  t»  the  authority  te  lord  it  over 
Gad’s  heritage.  “For  one  is  your  Master, 
even  Christ,  and  all  ya  are  brethren." 
Here  is  expounded  the*  groat  prmcple 
of  soul  freedom — that  freedom  which  Ig- 
nores serfdom  or  vassalage  to  any  human 
dictator  or  despot  over  one’s  conscience 
and  recognizes  only  Christ  as  his  lawful 
head,  and  the  work  of  God  as  hit  only 
rule  of  faith  and  practice.  From  this  vital 
principle  we  get  the  New  Testament  idea 
of  church  independence— Independent  to 
do  only  thut  which  her  great  Lawyer  com- 
mands. For  as  each  individual  member 
is  answerable  only  to  Christ  bis  king,  so 
the  many  iu  their  church  capacity  are  ac- 
countable only  to  him  who  loved  the 
church  and  gave  himself  for  it.  The 
spirit  that  is  contrary  to  this  is  evidently 
anti  Christ.  It  belongs  to  the  carnal  man, 
and  js  the  impretiion  of  the  manifest  ig- 
norance of  that  groat  principle  taught  by 
our  Lord.  It  was  this  spirit^  that  oar  Lord 
must  needs  rebuke  in  James  and  John 
when  they  were  solicitous  for  positions 
power  in  bis  kingdom.  It  is  this  same 
spirit  that  would  mutilata  the  word  of  God, 
that  would  dictate  creeds  and  teach  for 
doctrine  the  commandments  of  men.  We 
need  to  watch,  dear  brethren,  with  eternal 
vigilance  this  sacred  principle  of  our  Lord,; 
and  watch  with  feaj  and  trembling  the 
dangerous  tendencies  of  the  spirit  ef  unti-r 
Christ,  lhis  tendency  is  showing  its 
cloven  foot  in  thu  direction  of  centralized 
power.  When  once  wu  have  lost  sight  of 
the  rights  of  individual  members,  and  of 
our  local  churches  by  an  assumption  of 
power  in  our  associations  and  conventions, 
to  dictate  what  churches  shell  do,  end  shall 
not  do,  and  what  men  shall  believe  and 
shall  not  believe,  and  what  ministers  of  the 
gospel  shall  teach  and  shall  not  teach,  we 
strike  the  death  blow  at  New  Testament 
church  sovereignty  and  set  up  instead  an 
ecclesiastical  hierarchy  to  which  men  must 
crouch  and  cringe  like  cowardly  cnrsij 
1 his  is  nothing  short  of  that  spirit  whichj 
formed  a confederacy  with  worldly  power 
in  the  past  history  of  Christianty,  and  found, 
its  elimination  in  using  the  arm  of  the 
State  for  subjecting  men  to  the  torture* 
of  the  thumbscrew,  the  fires  of  the  steke, 
and  death  by  the  gullotine. 

Let  us  thank  God  that  thu  genius  of  the 
baptist  churches  is  to  recognize  no  lord* 
nor  tutelar  saints,  nor  titled  priests  with  sao-i 
erdotal  vestments,  nor  any  ecclesiastical  dig-! 
nitsry,  to  claim  the  allegiance  of  the  chil-' 
dren  of  God.  Therefore  we  do  not  expect 
te  find  puppets  or  bootlicks  in  the  churches, 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Thu  material  out  of 
which  our  Lord  has  made  his  churches 
make*  them  capable  with  Him  as  their 
Heau,  of  looking  after  their  own  affairs.

Ou«  Lord  said,  “The  field  ia  the  world,” 
and  He  guv*  it  in  charge  of  hit  followers, 
“Go  ye  into  all  thu  world  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature. ” We  need,  make 
no  mistake  as  to  the  territory  to  be  occu- 
cupied.  It  is  the  whole  world.  A world 
that  is  cold  and  cruel,  siuiul  sad  selfish.  A 
world  bleak  with  moral  desolation  and 
dark  with  spiritual  death.  It  need*  to  have 
glad  hearts  and  happy  homes.  The  great 
starving  multitudes  need  to  be  fed.  T hey 
need  a hope  to  inspire  and  a laith  to  con- 
quer. 

When  Jesus  was  here  he  fed  the  hungry. 
All  over  the  world  there  are  those  who  need 
the  Bread  of  Life.  The  command  now  is 
as  the  one  given  on  the  Galilean  plain, 
“Give  ye  them  to  eat.”  We  are  to  "aow 
liesldc  all  waters.”  All  men  era  to  be 
taught  of  the  Lord  “that  His  way  may  be 
knewn  upon  the  earth.  His  saving  health 
amoig  all  nations.”  And  wheruver  God's 
way  is  known  upon  this  earth  and  hit  sav- 
ing health  experienced,  we  have  the  bright- 
est, sunniest  spots  of  earth.  We  have  the 
best  governments,  the  most  cultured  society 
the  happiest  domestic  relations.  It  ia 
Heueen  kissing  the  earth.  > 

Shall  we  not  aim  that  ail  the  world  shall 
be  lit  up  with  thu  glory  of  God  ? 

THe  Caur  may  call  his  "Peace  Confer- 
ence”  ol  the  nations.  Thu  effort  is  highly 
commendable,  and  the  end  sought  is  much

— th*  liviag  Christ — must  be  formed  in 
men  the  hop*  of  glory.  The  gospel  and  the 
gospel  alone,  as  wielded  by  God's  spirit, 
can  Cause  the  springs  to  break  out  of  the 
dry  ground,  and  the  deserts  to  blotiom  ua 
the  rote.

Wheruver  the  Spirit  culls  in  the  broad  field 
of  lift,  let  us  there  be  found  as  God’s  Co- 
workers.

3.  i The  spirit  of  good  cheer.  It  is  pain- 
fully true  that  there  ii  much  that  tends  to 
dishearten  and  discuuiage  us  is  gospel 
work;  There  is  the  higher  criticism  and 
Christian  science,  (more  correctly  the 
science  which  is  not  Christian),  and  Chris- 
tian indifference,  and  a world  of  wickedness 
and  Unbelief.  Add  to  these  our  own  un- 
worthiness and  weakness,  our  little  faith 
and  Uur  failures,  and  we  have  something 
that  might  incline  as  Elijah-like,  to  seek 
retirement  and  rest.  But  our  Lord  knew 
all  these  things  would  be.  He  said  among 
his  last  words,  “These  words  have  I spoken 
unto  you,  that  in  n\  •«  might  have  peace, 
in  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation,  but 
oe  of  good  cheer,  I have  overcome  the 
werlftfJ 

THeM  is  a bright  side,  O toiler  for  Christ 
It  it  bright  already  with  the  promisee  of 
Godi  “Fear  not,  little  flock.it  is  your 
Fathers  good  pleasure  to  .give  you 
the  kingdom.”  Christ  our  Lord  srould 
havejus  be  ol  good  cheer.  I like  the  spirit 
of  a brother  who,  when  asked  what  he  was 
doing  at  a religion*  Convention,  Said.  “O, 
I ant  a cheer-up-odist.  I am  here  to  glad- 
den all  hearts  that  1 can.” 

So,  Christian,  you  and  I art  to  work,  not 
with  sombre  brow,  and  melancholy  tone,  at 
the  good  titter  who  always  nursed  her 
troubles,  and  would  constantly  speak  ot  her 
"trials  and  tribulations,'’  and  to  vary  tha 
subject  a little  it  was  her  "tribulations  and

“Let  each  one  who  is  reading  the 
Gospel  select  all  that  seems  to  him 
quite  plain,  clear  and  comprehensi- 
ble sod  score  it  down  the  aide  of 
ths  page,  say,  with  a bine  pencil. 
Then,  taking  the  marked  passages 
first  let  him  separate  Christ’s 
words  from  those  of  the  evangelist 
by  marking  ChrUt’s  words  a sec- 
ond time,  say,  with  a red  pencil. 
Then  let  him  read  over  those  doub- 
ly  scorod  passages  several  times. 
Only  after  he  has  thoroughly  as- 
similated these  let  him  again  read 
the  other  words  attributed  to 
Christ  which  he  did  not  understand 
when  he  first  read  them,  and  let 
him  score  in  red  those  which  have 
become  plain  to  him.  Lot  him 
leave  unscored  words  of  Christ’s 
which  remain  unintelligible  and 
also  unintelligible  words  by  the 
writers  ol  the  Gospels.  Tho  pas- 
sages marked  in  red  will  supply 
the  reader  with  the  essence 
Christ’s  teaching.

reputation,  all  have  not  sufficed  to]  riser,  to  all  ot 
prevent  this  rain. 

Bat  there  is  a cause  tor 
gradual  deterioration,  aad  close  tearful  responsibility 
investigation  of  the  map’s  daily 
habits  will  bring  it  to  light.  It 
will  be  found  that,  although  such 
men  may  never  have  been  seen 
drank,  they  have  been  steady,  hard 
drinkers  for  years.  Beginning,  per. 
haps,  with  a small  glass  of  whisky 
two  or  three  times  a day.su  ah  ap- 
petiser, the  dose  has  beeo  repeated, 
with  increasing  frequency  ’to  qui- 
et the  nerves’,  to  ‘brace  sue  up,’  to 
strengthen  me,’  to  ‘relieve  a head- 
ache,’ etc.,  etc. 

“A  thousand  and  one  excuse!  are 
invented  to  increase  the  terrible 
indulgence.  The  results  are  that 
the  stimulation,*  which,  at  first, 
made  the  man  feel  lively,  jgonerous 
friendly  and  convivial,  gives  way 
to  irritation,  rendering  him  quar- 
relsome and  perverse,  and  finally 
a lout  grade  inflammation  is  set  up  in 
the  brain,  hardening  its  delicate  tis 
sues  apd  destroying  the  ftmctipnal 
capacity  of  the  highor  and  more 
susceptible  centers, 'so  that  tbeman 
is  really  incapable  of  discriminat- 
ing and  making  moral  diltinctions 
He  is,  in  fact, .incapable  of  feeling, 
though  still  alive  to  eeusation. 

Peeling,  or  the  capacity  for  emo- 
tion, guided  by  the  intellect,  and 
controlled  by  the  enlightened  will 
is  the  basis  of  all  morality. 

“When  the  higher  brain  centres 
become  hardened  by  the  constant 
use  of  alcohol,  feeling  and  its  con- 
oomitant  intellectual  faculty,  per- 
ception, are  usually  destroyed. 

The  individual  is  no  longer  able  to 
reason  in  accordance  with  moral 
principles  ; the  lower  centres  gain 
supreme  control,  and  the  man  be- 
comes a mere  animal,  thoroughly 
selfish  and  thoughtless. 

“As  these  results  of  chronic  alco- 
holism are  so  frigbttq^  so  far 
reaching,  and  so  inevitable,  the 
doctor  should  do  everything  in  his  pow- 
er to  destroy  the  use  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages. He  should  avoid  their  use  in 
his  practice  entirely,  exaept,  per- 
haps, in, absolute  and  pressing 


confreros  in  the 
profession*  in  regard  to  the  drink 
evil,  the  enrse  of  rum.  M^hat  a 
rests  upon 
the  members  of  the  medical  frater- 
nity ! Eternity  Alone  can  tell  how 
many  sonls  have  been  sent tp  hell, 
by  the  reckless  prescriptions  of 
dram-drinking  4octors  given  to 
dram-drinking  pAtients!  This  Wri- 
ter has  invariably  found,  that  the 
doctor  who  loves  liquor  himself, 
will  recommend  ]t  to  others.  But 
the  doctor  who  conscientiously  ab- 
stains from  it  in  hie  own  daily  l*fe, 
will  never  advise  its  use,  to  say 
man,  in  any  quantity.  He  fears  to 
run  the  risk  and  the  responsibility 
of  making  a drunkard  of  his  fellow 
man..  Ob,  that  all  onr  doctors 
were  wholly  and  entirely  Oh  the 
side  of  Prohibition  I Wbat  po^or 


he  speaks  advisedly.  Fjirst  the 
view  is  not  based  upon  a single 
text.  Seoondly,  the  interpretation 
neither  strained  nor  arbitrary,  con- 
forms strictly  to  established  rules 
of  exegesis.  In  a labored  defence 
of  our  brother’s  views,  an  able  de- 
structionists  recently  failed  utter- 
ly to  point  out  any  rule  qf  exege- 
sis violated  by  the  interpretation 
to  which  our  brother  objects,  and, 
being  driven  out  of  lexicography 
and  logic,  and  ohased  around 
through  Hebrew,  he  took  refuge 
in  tho  perversion  of  some  recont 
Baptist  utterances  in  English,  and 
four  words  in  the  Suptuagint,  none 
ot  which  applied,  and  one  of 
which  did  not  appear  in  the  stand- 
ard text.  If  my  beloved  friend 
can  do  better,  it  will  be  mighty  in- 
teresting reading. 

6.  “This  theory  puts  a priest 
between  God  and  the  penitent” 
And  this  sentence  suggests  “Uncle 
Billy”  or  the  Baptist  Argus,  and 
necessarily,  also,,  a misuse  of 
terms.  So  far  as  I can  see,  the 
theory  of  church  perpetuity  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  pop. 
ery  or  priesthood,  and;  neither 
magnifios  priestly  functions  nor 
minifies  divine  grace.  Ajooording 
to  the  most  ardent  destructions, 
New  Testament  churches  of  the 
Baptist  variety  have  continued  for 
at  loast  250  years  without  putting 
a priest  between  God  and  any  pen- 
itent, fostering  any  form  of  pope- 
ry, or  any  way  minifying  the 
grace  of  God.  It  there  is  any  rea- 
son why  tho  same  conditions  might 
not  have  continued  from  the  days 
of  Jesus  till  now,  I have  not  been 
ablo  to  discover  it.  Thu  brethren 
who  charge  that  the  theory  in 
question  fosters  popery,  puts  a 
priests  betweeu  God  and  the  peni- 
tent, magnifies  priestly  fhnetions, 
and  minimir-os  divine  grace,  are 
reputable  men.

The 
church  that  goos  to  God  and  relies 
upon  him  to  send  them  a pastor 
never  makes  a mistake. 

The  next  great  need  of  the 
chnrohes  is  a God-selected  mem- 
bership. You  cannot  have  a live 
church  unless  you  have  a like  mem- 
bership. There  must  be  life  be- 
fore there  can  be  actidn.  We 
need  more  faithful  and  positive 
preaching  on  the  necessity-  of  re- 
generation. We  pass  too  lightly 
ovor  the  words  of  Jesus,  “Ye  must 
be  born  again.”  Admission  to 
membership  is  made  toe  easy. 
Too  many  pastors  are  striving 
tor  members  and  too  many  church- 
es are  weighted  to  earth  with  the 
dead  material. 

The  churoh  also  needs  its  mem- 
bership thoroughly  instructed  in 
doctrine  and  duty.  God’s  people 
want  a pare  gospel.  They  have 
no  time  to  listen  to  the  long-sinoe 
exploded  arguments  of  notorious 
infidels,  or  tho  more  recent  forms 
of  unbelief  which  are  hastOning  to 
the  same  ignoble  destiny.  God 
sent  not  his  ministers  iftto  the 
world  to  bolster  np  the  truth,  but 
to  proclaim  it.  He  sent  them  out 
not  to  prove  the  correctness  of  his 
gospel,  but  to  preach  it.  It  is  the 
gospel  that  ia  the  power  of  God 
onto  salvation  to  evory  one  that 
believes.  Tho  churches  need  in- 
doctrinating that  they  may  not  be 
blown  abont  by  every  wind  ot 
teaching.  Let  them  once  become 
fed  to  fullness  on  the  doctrines  of 
Christ  and  no  false  teaching  will 
be  able  to  sweep  them  qff  their 
feet. 

Whenever  the  churches  ot  the 
living  God  shall  opmply  wtyh  these 
conditions,  they  may  feel  assured 
that  Jeans,  the  ohiettain  of  salva- 
tion, will  lead  his  armies  to  a more 
glorious  victory  than  tho  world
